Mr. Gallaghdr explained 
how the Blind people are 
helped to restore the losses 
experienced. Due to a lack; 
of facilities and personnel, 
St. Paul's Rehabilitation 
Center can only train ten 
persons every twelve weeks. 
As of now, the trainees con- 
sist of five Catholics, two 
Jewish, Two, Protestants, 
and one Greek Orthodox 
The Center caters to all re- 
gardiess of race, color, or 
creed provided they are 
from New England. Indivi- 
duals {rom other states may 
enroll if there is room, The 
trainees are sponsored by 
Clubs, individuals, religions, 
‘and by the Center itself. The 
Center must find its own 
means of support and it

THREE COPS 


‘This started out to be a story of one cop, but, in 
order to tell it we have to call in two others - hence the 
title . Three Cops 

The One Cop is John Imbimbo, 

Someday, either just in the past, or just in the near 
future, @ cop will have stopped at your back door, and ask- 
ed about the number of children in your home. That 
was John Imbimbo, and he was engaged in his annual 
guessing game (together with the Wilmington Schools) 
on how many children there are going to be next year. 
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there is no one who is quite as polite as he is. At the 
time that Dean Cushing tore up the cement dance floor, 
id enraged all the inhabitants of Silver Lake, it was 
Margaret Imbimbo who was enraged most of all. (She 
kept us on the telephone for 45 minutes, just telling about 
it) But, she is a very nice woman, and we believe they 
have two very fine children. We don't ever recall seeing 
them, but one of the children, Diana, impressed everyone, 
while she was in the fifth grade, studing junder Mrs, 
Kennedy. Each child was supposed to draw a picture of 
what he thought he looked like. People who saw Diana's 
Pictur: e never stopped talking about it— it was out- 
standing, for a fifth grade girl. . 

John might be termed the “children’s specialist” on 
the Wilmington Police Force. Let a litle boy steal some- 
Bodies bicycle, ahd it will be John who will straighten 
out the matter, who will take the little boy to his parents, 
who will treat him kindly, and yet with just the right 
amount of firmness.. The Selectmen, years ago, didn’t 
see fit to appoint him Chief of Police, but we thiuk, they 
are all united in the belief that there is no finer patrolman 
on the force today than John Imbimbo. . 

Joe Courtney, too, has the same ideas, we believe. 
Joe has called for a civil service examination for Sergeant, 
and he wants a Sergeant on the force whose job it will 
be to prevent, as much as possible, juvenile delinquincy. 
We think Joe has his eye on John — but maybe we are 
Presuming, there. 

Anyway, when that nice polite officer asks you about 
your children, and you hardly notice how polite he is — 
the chances are that’s John Imbimbo - Cop. He is one 
of the finest men We know, and we hope, very soon, to 
see three stripes on his arm.

Politeness ig not just something that John acquired.

Jolin almost became Chief of Police of Wilmington, 
once. Back just after the days of World War Il, there 
was a Civil Service examination, and two men emerged 
on top, Patrolmen Paul Lynch and John Imbimbo. The 
Belectmen had to choose between them, there was To 
getting away from it, and Paul Lynch became Chief of 


Actually, the Selectmen had wanted another cop to 
become Chief, and they had already appointed him Acting 
Chief, Francie Hoban, better known as “Nifty”. How Ho- 
ban happened to get onto the Force is a story in itself. 

Back in the 1920's there were, it might be said, two 
permanent cops in Wilmington, old Chief Walter Hill, 
and Albert D, Butters. Both were fine men in their day, 
but they were getting along in years. There was a char- 
acter around there who didm’t give either the cops any 
trouble, but who gave sundry citizens trouble, when the 
cops weren't around. One day this character tried to 
give a young fellow (Frank Hoban, you've guessed It) 
@ rough time, and Frank beat him up — beat him 
thoroughly. 

‘The mext day the Selectmen asked Frank if he want- 
‘ed to be on the Police Force, and that !- how Nifty be- 
came & COD, 

Nifty hag stayed on the force for yes. There is 
‘no one Who knows how to handle a drubh better than 
‘Nifty — he hag that certain touch that makes a belliger- 
ent drunk turn into a nice guy. Nifty, too, is a man who 
is afraid of nothing - maybe you have noticed the medal 
he wears. It hag just one word “HBROISM” and it 
means just what it says He got that medal for subduing, 
einglehanded, a desperately wanted bank-robber, back 
fn the 1930's, 
Anyway, the Selectmen wanted Nifty to be the Chief, 


and he took the examination, along with Lynch and Im- 
dimbo and others Nifty, it must be confessed, didn't do 
too well, He sometimes gets tangled up on whether i 
goes before e or e goes before I, He didn’t do a5 well as 
the other two but the Selectmen made him Deputy Chief, 
and Deputy Chiet he is to this day - still an excellent man 
for handling a drunk, and still afraid of no man, unde: 
any circumstances; 

On the question of whether Lynch or Imbimbo should 
be Chief, the Selectmen had their pondering, and. finally 
chose Lynch, perhaps because he was a member of a 
family that ‘had lived in Wilmington for many years.
